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In his remarks* FERNANDEZ gave the impression he was 
certainly more anti-war than anti-American. He expressed the 
opinion that the wives should attempt to effect communication 
with their. husbands through Sweden "rather than this crap," 
meaning COLIFAH* He felt that Sweden would be more effective 
in getting e complete list of prisoners of war than any 
organisation. ' 

At the wives 1 meeting , FERNANDEZ stated he felt that if 
he brought over 101 letters to alleged FOWs, he would be able to 
bring back information on 161 men. She gave FERNANDEZ a letter 
tc take to her husband j however, he accept a picture 

of her husband. (In this regard, MrsaHU^stated that although 
sha praviously knew from the Navy tha'^na^nus band was a POW, 
his name had not been released by Hanoi.) 

FERNANDEZ related that the POW issue was not his main 
reason for going to Hanoi, hut that he was mainly interested 
in looking into the church situation there. All of the wives 
who were at tha meeting presented their cases to FERNANDEZ and 
asked him to make spec iricinqu fries concerning husbands.
